The only reason that Sierra 
Madre is not visited by more 
fires is because the people of the 
town have become "fire con¬ 
scious,” and this can be the re¬ 
sult of the firemen's continuous 
efforts to prevent fire by the 
many methods we use. We talk 
and write fire prevention until, 
we feel that the people who live 
here any length of time, soon be¬ 
come to realize the danger. We 
must continue with the fire pre¬ 
vention propaganda or we might 
all get careless. Many new peo¬ 
ple arrive here yearly, and if they 
happen to come from eastern 
states where fire prevention is 
not stressed, they must be con¬ 
tinuously reminded of the danger 
here.
